The Channel |siands, one of the 
most picturesque portions of Great 
Britain, are geographically not a part 
of the British Isles at all, Victor Hu- 
gO, who wrote sone of his best-known 
worke in the islands, spoke of them 
as “bits of France fallen {nto the sea 
and pleked up by England.”
